COMMERCE—THE TARIFF—HIS- 


TORY. 


In our last week’s remarks, on this 
subject, we referred to the calamity a sup- 
pression of the Tariff would Dring upon 
the country. 

But it is this denlorable result, the par. 
ty (or perhaps a combination of parties— 
for we are not in the secret) are aiming 
at—viz,, prostrating the country; and for 
very obvious reasons, to werken the peo- 
ple and render them powerless, by which 
means they can hold then in subjection— 
hold the rign—apply the lash, and heap 
oppression upon his fellow man. This 
proves littleness of mind and meanness of 
spirit. A good man is always a great 
man, whether rich or poor; and therefore 
just and generous to all. 

. But the drift of these ultra party-men 
is ‘rule or ruin;’ and to altain power they 
aim to pull down every bar, and every 
check, that stands between them and 
lawless ambition; and brieffly, Producers 
and Commerce. the great sources of pros- 
perity (and we may add farmers too, as 
they will have no market tor their pro- 
duce, and they will all starve togethe: )— 
. all of which and ite consequences, we re- 

ferred to in our lest number—direct tax 
and all the ‘ills that flesh is heir to!” 

We have only to add a few remarks on 
Commerce, it being. closely linked with 
the manufacturies and products of the 

_ country—destroy one and you cripple the 
other. 

All our great Cities have been built up 
by Commerce, and we find from history 
that most nations of antiquity rose from 
obscurity to wealth and civilization by 
Commerce; aud those who neglected it are 
still in poverty and uncivilized. 

Tire and Sidon were the first to make 
any progress in Commerce, and both be- 
caine populous and wealthy. The Pheni- 
cians followed, and going further out from 
the coast—steering by the north polar 
star, they soon became masters of the sea, 
and almost the whole Commeice of the 
world. 

The vast wealth and opulence which 
they attaiced by this monopoly, excited 
the Jews under Soloman, to enter into 
Commerce—Carthage followed next, and 
though but a Colony of Tire, it soon 
surpassed all the rest in opulence and 
wealth—she was a Republic. Greece 
and Rome made little pregress in Com- 

merce; their wealth was obtained by 
plunder and by conquest, being mostly at 
war. 

After the fall of Greece ond Rome, the
